HISPANIOLA DIVIDED

TT WAS SURPRISING to learn, soon 
^ after our entry into the numismatic 
history of the West Indies and Carib- 
bean series, that little or no references 
have been published in the English 
language. A search of the indexes of

library and back copies of our trade 
publications failed to turn up a single 
monograph on this first-settled land in 
the Americas: Haiti-Santo Domingo. 
Many works, both fact and fictional, 
exist about this romantic land of the 
buccaneers and pirates but all are 
meager in reference to the monetary 
system and coins used by the natives 
and colonists. 

It would be remiss, however, to go 
on in this vein without due acknowl- 
edgement to the excellent listings of 
the coins ascribed to Santo Domingo 
or the Isle Espanola which were set 
down by Edgar H. Adams in the Cata- 
log of the Collection of Julius Guttag 
in 1929 and by Wayte Raymond in his 
most excellent Coin Collectors Series 
published from 1936 to 1948. 

Thus the search began for some de- 
finitive works clearly depicting the 
existence and historical background of 
the coins used by the early Haitians. 


tions of these two works form the 
basis of this English monograph. The 
remaining bibliography is listed in 
the appendix. 

A chronology and a clarification of 
the history of the coins specifically 
struck for the island, and those fabri- 
cated in either crude form or those 
cut and counterstamped on the island, 
are given so the reader will have at 
hand a ready reference and listing of 
those pieces made on the island for 
the colonists’ use. All other coins 
which circulated in the area but which 
can be considered imports have been 
omitted as such a listing necessarily 
would include virtually all coins of the 
Spanish- American mints — French, En- 
glish, Portuguese, and Brazilian pieces 
which were accepted because of their 
gold or silver content. 

Patterns likewise are omitted, for 
in most instances these were simply 
fantasy pieces struck during revolu- 
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tionary periods by the reigning mon- 
arch for personal use, as were the 
Christophe gourdes struck in England 
during the 1811-1820 period. The list 
is confined to the earliest known coins 
for the island up to the period of the 
republic, which began in 1813, after 
which a rather prolific coinage was 
struck and all of which properly are 
listed in ready references available. 

That which follows is but a sketchy 
monetary history of Haiti and Santo 
Domingo, once an ornament in the 
crown of France, which was nearly a 
century behind Spain, England, and 
the Netherlands in productive coloni-

zation. Her one outstanding historical 
distinction remains in that Haiti be- 
came the first independent state of 
the black race as well as the first in- 
dependent state in Latin America. 

Much of the historical background 
and monetary facts set forth are from 
the translations of works listed in the 
bibliography, which are original and 
literal in nature, done by Emile Schin- 
ofen, the interpretation of these facts 
and the definitive work being per- 
formed by the author. All credits for 
the historical research must go to 
Jean Hazard and Robert Lacombe for 
their excellent treatises cited above.

LAND OF REVOLUTION 

Gold is the most precious possession in the world. Whoever has it can do 
what he wants; he can even send souls to paradise. — Columbus to Isabella. 


With monotonous regularity, histori- 
ans have recorded for posterity that 
no other place in the western hemi- 
sphere has experienced a more revolu- 
tionary, audacious, and despotic back- 
ground than the island of Hispaniola 
which comprises Haiti and the Do- 
minican Republic. This rather large 
island with rough and sometimes lofty 
terrain, yielding a luxuriant vegeta- 
tion and located east of Cuba in the 
Caribbean sea, was discovered by 
Columbus on Dec. 6, 1492. It was called 
Haiti, or Mountainous, in the lan- 
guage of the Arawakan Indians who 
inhabited it. Columbus, impressed by 
the beauty of the mountains and the 
splendid fertility of the soil, called it 
Spanish Island, Hispaniola, or Isla 
Espanola. This was the site of the 
first Spanish American province, Santo 
Domingo, once called Ciudad Trujillo, 
which still exhibits the lofty monu- 
ments erected by the discoverers. 


among which was the first mint of the 
new continent. 

History records that the gold obses- 
sion dominated the middle ages and 
the beginning of modem times, and so 
it was at Hispaniola. A short time 
after its discovery, gold mines were 
put into operation near the center of 
the island, in the mountainous area of 
Cibao. Certain authors claim a 
primitive mint was set up at Concep- 
cion de la Vega, where crude gold 
coins were struck in 1502. None of 
these has been located and it seems 
probable this processing of the bullion 
was a preventive measure against 
theft, the resulting bullion being more 
readily and safely transferred to 
Spain. 

The first official minting at the mint 
of Santo Domingo consisted of copper 
coins exclusively for use in the West 
Indies. These are the pieces of 4 
maravedis, commonly known as cuar- 
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tos, and now much in demand by nu- 
mismatists as examples of the oldest 
money of the Americas. It is the ra- 
pacious and never ending search for 
gold and silver which helps determine 
the monetary history of Santo Do- 
mingo. 

It was the scarcity of currency and 
the lack of metal, which was hoarded 
and shipped to Europe, that provided 
Haiti with the unique position and 
the resulting positive demonstration 
of the impossibility of imposing upon 
a country a currency whose operation 
is incompatible with the economic 
structures of the country involved. 
This is best illustrated by the decrees 
of the French council of 1670 and 
1672, which created a colonial livre 


cessfully, ahead of the Europeans of 
the 20th century. Perhaps the only 
medium of exchange missing on the 
island was the playing card money 
used in Canada and Louisiana. 

Haiti-Santo Domingo failed to live 
up to the promises its discovery had 
produced. The Indians who inhabited 
it were decimated under the harsh 
treatment accorded by the Spaniards 
because of their refusal to become 
slaves, and frightening smallpox epi- 
demics. The gold mines of Cibao 
were rapidly exhausted, and the land, 
for lack of labor, was left unculti- 
vated. The island quickly became a 
drowsy colony, where monks and civil 
servants felt secure, where the few 
colonists engaged in farming and live-

binding the currency of the island to 
the French monetary system, while 
indeed the only money in circulation 
on the island consisted of Spanish 
pieces coined in Mexico or Peru and 
a few small French copper coins. The 
actual money of account was barter 
with tobacco, sugar, and slaves. 

Here Spanish, French, English, and 
African traditions met in headlong 
battle, and here the spirit of the New 
World was best manifested. In more 
than 200 years of economic and po- 
litical unrest, all the monetary ex- 
periences conceivable were experi- 
enced — the use of barter, currency of 
the then dominating nation, legal 
tender, foreign .coins, altered (cut, 
stamped, holed pieces) coinage, gold, 
silver, and copper, the issuance of a 
paper money without experience in 
the exchange and withdrawal of notes 
— all of which were accomplished suc- 


stock raising. The adventurers went 
further. Hernandez Cortez, bored with 
his residency at Azua, where he was a 
notary, prepared there his Mexican 
expedition. 

As the exploration of America pro- 
ceeded, European bankers endeavored 
to obtain for themselves concessions 
of mines in the New World, such as 
the Fuggers of Augsburg, who had 
assigned to them by Charles V the 
territories of present Venezuela. But 
it was Spain’s false economic philoso- 
phy, that the supreme wealth of a 
country is its mines which should be 
operated solely for Spanish benefit. 
This led to her downfall. 

Following the passing of the origi- 
nal inhabitants, the Arawakan In- 
dians, the western part of Espanola, 
more mountainous and less cultivated, 
became practically deserted. The small 
island of Tortuga, fianking the north- 
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ern coast, became an excellent stra- 
tegic position on the return route of 
the Spanish galleons. The yearly flo- 
tilla sailed from Spain by the southern 
route, past the Lesser Antilles, Santo 
Domingo, the isthmus of Darien (Pan- 
ama). It returned, loaded with gold 
and silver, via the northern route: 
Havana, the Bahamas, Bermuda, the 
Azores. It was on these annual re- 
turns that the corsairs, mostly En- 
glish and French, took up their posi- 
tions. They soon were assisted on land 
by the Boucaniers (buccaneers), who 
hunted the wild ox and boars or who 
decimated the Spanish herds. 

The most widely used and accepted, 
indeed the most prolifically minted 
coin known to civilization, was the 
Spanish 8 reales, used almost exclu- 


Tortuga and Port-au-Prince. Occa- 
sionally the ecus of France, the pis- 
toles of Spain, the jacobus of En- 
gland, the Portuguese of Portugal, or 
the joe of Brazil would appear. The 
gold and silver plundered by the pri- 
vateers did not long remain in the 
islands. It served to purchase black 
slaves from the Dutch and English 
and finally the French in 1685. These 
slaves helped replace the extinct In- 
dians. Most important, however, was 
the use of gold and silver to buy from 
the incoming merchants the products 
of Europe that were sorely needed in 
these distant lands. 

Throughout the history of Santo 
Domingo one will find imbalance of 
trade, with the colonists on the short 
end. The European merchant, selling

sively for all payments of goods be- 
tween 1580 and 1850. This coin was 
known variously as espanoles, peso, 
piaster, dos mundos (from the design), 
pillar dollar, or the perulero, minted 
in Peru, on which the cross of Jerusa- 
lem enhanced the obverse and the pil- 
lars of Hercules graced the reverse. 
The gold coins extant at the time gen- 
erally were hoarded or returned to 
the mother country. Virtually all 
early trade agreements stipulated that 
“upon payment in Spanish pieces of 
eight” (or milled dollars if the trade 
or sale was to England or the Amer- 
ican colonists to the north). 

On the other hand, it is certain that 
in early years (1550-1700) the prod- 
ucts of the islands — tobacco, called 
petun, cultivated since the early 
French settlements, or sug^r, ex- 
tracted from cane around 1642, served 
as money. Gold coins appeared only 
when the adventurers yielded to their 
passion for gambling in the dens of 


products of the civilized world at high 
prices, held the islander at a disad- 
vantage in disposing of his harvest at 
a remunerative price. The advantage 
lay with the person who traveled, the 
shipping merchant. 

The first metallic money created 
specifically for use of the West Indies 
colonies was struck in France in 1670. 
It consisted of two pieces, 15 sol and 
5 sol pieces of silver, listed in Breton’s 
catalog as No. 501 and No. 502. The 
edict under which they were minted 
stated that these pieces were for use 
in the American colonies, but not one 
example of them, to our knowledge, 
has ever been located in Haiti or 
Santo Domingo. They are extremely 
scarce in the numismatic market to- 
day, as they were not minted in suflB- 
cient quantities for even normal dis- 
tribution during the times. The fact 
remained that these pieces, being 
made for all American colonies, were 
to circulate there for 20 sols and 6 
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so!s 8 deniers, respectively. Thus it 
was hoped to keep the money in the 
colonies by increasing its legal pur- 
chasing power. As a matter of fact, 
the silver coins of France were ac- 
cepted in trade only for their value as 
metal, in comparison with similar for- 
eign coins such as the reales of Spain. 

The remaining silver pieces struck 
especially for the Antilles were the 
Isles du Vent pieces of 12 and 6 sols, 
dated 1731 and 1732, bearing the bust 
of Louis XV. These pieces did, in fact, 
reach Santo Domingo and the English 
Antilles island possessions. Aside from 
these two issues from France, the re- 
maining metallic currency produced 
for circulation in the islands was of 
copper and billon. 

In order to keep a proper sequence 
of these coinages, we submit the fol- 
lowing list in the chronological order 
of their appearance: 

1670. Silver. 15 sols (circulated at 
20 sols). France. 

1670. Silver. 5 sols (circulated at 
6 sols 8 deniers). 
France. 

1720. Copper. 12 deniers (intended 

for Santo Domin- 
go). 

1721. Copper. 9 deniers (effigy of 

child Louis XV). 
France. 

1738. Billon. 24 deniers (circulat- 
ing at 2 sols 6 de- 
niers) ; known as 
black noir or mar- 
que. France. 

1740. Billon. Sol tampe (obtained 
from using rejected 
planchets of the dou- 
ble sols of 1738 and 
stamping them with a 
crowned letter c (ini- 
tial of the word col- 
onies). The marque 
and tampe circulated 
in 1765 at 3 sols, 9 de- 
niers. 

1767. Copper. Piece of sol: (scepter 
and hand of justice 
crossed. Frequently 
found with letters rf 
counterstamped) . 

All the above are of French origin 
and the only pieces intended for use 
in the island colonies of America, thus 
providing us with the fact that only 
small change circulated, frequently 
much altered by the climate. 

The remaining copper coins to cir- 
culate in Haiti and Santo Domingo 
were the 4 maravedis (cuarto real) 


with f.y.4 on obverse and pillars of 
Hercules with mark s (Santo Do- 
mingo) on reverse, circulated from 
1505-1573. The next copper coinage to 
be readily circulated did not appear 
until the reign of Ferdinand VII, when 
the design, a crowned f.7, appeared 
on the obverse and the reverse had 
the letters s d (Santo Domingo) above 
the fraction % . Many varieties of 
this piece appeared. The latter two 
coinages are of Spanish-American 
mint production at Santo Domingo. 

Silver coins circulating, aside from 
the aforementioned 1670 French 15 
and 5 sol pieces, were mostly multi- 
ples of the Spanish-American minted 
pieces of eight from the silver cuarto, 
% real, real, 2 reales, 4 reales and 
the much used 8 reales of interna- 
tional fame. The types of these pieces 
of eight, all of which circulated on 
Hispaniola during three centuries, are 
important enough to list herewith: 


1. The first Mexican pieces of 8 reales 
of Philip II, 1555-1598: Obv., phil- 
Lipus II, DEI GRATIA around plain 
shield of the arms of Spain: Rev., 
castles and lions separated by plain 
cross. MO mint. After 1598 the cross 
was the cross of Jerusalem style. 

2. Peruvian piece, prior to 1598. Com- 
plex shield of Spain on obverse in 
center of inscription phillipus ii, dei 
GRATIA: Rev. samc as aforemen- 
tioned piece with exception of mint 
mark which is p or l. 

3. Cob type or macuquino. From 
Philip III, 1598 to 1732 (Philip V.) 
Struck at various Spanish Ameri- 
can mints (Mexico, Lima, Potosi). 
Cross of Jerusalem style reverse. 
Almost all were irregular in shape 
and passed by weight. 

4. The type called perulero from Peru- 
vian mints of Lima and Potosi. This 
style also has the cross of Jerusalem 
obverse and the pillars of Hercules 
with ornaments on reverse separat- 
ing the mint letters, assayer’s ini- 
tials, and the date in a tic-tac-toe 
design. These often were irregular 
in shape. 

5. Columnar 8 reales from 1732-1771. 
Obverse had coat of arms of Spain 
in the baroque style, surrounded by 
name of reigning king. The reverse 
bore the pillars of Hercules with 
two globes from which design the 
term dos mundos (two worlds) 
originated. These pieces were well 
struck and often were called the 
heavy piaster. 

6. Bust type 8 reales from 1771 to the 
end of the Spanish reign in the 
Americas (1821) but all during the 
reigns of Charles III, Charles IIII, 
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and Ferdinand VII. Royal eflfigy, 
laureated in the Indies (with wig in 
Spain) on the obverse while the re- 
verse had the coat of arms of Spain 
between the pillars of Hercules. The 
fineness of these later pieces was 
somewhat below that of the dos 
mundos pieces. The Spanish mone- 
tary edict of 1772 lowered the fine- 
ness of both gold and silver coins. 

All gold pieces circulated in the 
islands, whether of Spanish, French, 
English, or Dutch origin, passing 
strictly on the basis of the weight and 
fineness of the coin itself. The coun- 
terstamping of gold, the clipping and 
plugging of same, occurred only be- 
cause the piece was of light weight 
and/or to certify its weight and fine- 
ness. This was, in most instances, ac- 


one could say that the French livre 
or escalin, as it later was called, would 
be camparable to the Spanish 1 real 
piece, while the 2 reales piece would 
be comparable to the United States 
quarter dollar. Since all other cur- 
rency was compared with the Span- 
ish-American minted 8 reales, which 
acted as a basis of exchange for the 
English, French, and Dutch pieces, 
and as these pieces were in a contin- 
ual imbalance of worth from the 17()()s 
to 1816, it seems useless to give the 
corresponding values for the livres, 
ecus, sols, skilling and stuivers; and 
since the only accepted standard me- 
dium of exchange was the 8 reales, 
all other money was accepted only 
upon the certification of its intrinsic 



complished by the island treasurer or 
assayer appointed for this work. There 
is no instance, prior to the 20th cen- 
tury, where gold coins were minted 
specifically for any island colony in 
the West Indies. 

Only one other country produced a 
coinage for her colonies with this im- 
primatur borne on the actual coins for 
circulation. Denmark prepared a pro- 
lific coinage for her Danish West 
Indies possessions from 1740 to 1913. 
She also had struck, but for general 
use of the Danish West Indies Com- 
pany, three gold pieces: a 2 ducat 
piece in 1708 and again a 2 ducat 
piece in 1749, along with a 1 ducat 
piece of the same date. It was not 
until 1904 that she alone of all the 
nations involved in the Caribbean 
area, saw fit to strike an additional 
gold series of 4 daler and 10 daler 
denominations. 

In an oversimplification of attempt- 
ing to set the comparative values of 
the various pieces used on the island, 


content. For the record, however, both 
the English and the French in his 
turn at island supremacy attempted 
to devaluate the piece of 8 of Spanish 
origin for home trade with the col- 
onists. The experiments never were 
successful because Spain never per- 
mitted any dangerous debasement of 
the precious metal contained therein. 

On but two occasions in the minting 
history of the Spanish-American series 
was the content and size of the Span- 
ish silver coins reduced: one by the 
edict of 1686 and again in 1772, but in 
each instance the issues were deval- 
ued under normal economic proce- 
dures, with regard to their acceptance 
as specie payments in relationship to 
their weight and intrinsic value. 

In slightly less than four centuries 
the Spanish pieces of 8 were minted 
in the staggering number of 3,500 mil- 
lion pieces. Thus this silver coin be- 
came real merchandise in itself. 

The appearance of the first counter- 
marked coins at Santo Domingo under 
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official release came in 1781 following 
an ordinance of the proprietors of Le 
Cap Francais (The Cape) who ordered 
that all small silver coins of irregular 
shape and weight be submitted to the 
treasury and stamped with the punch 
of the colony (crowned c, matched by 
an anchor) and these pieces should be 
rounded to conform to the current 
edge-rolled pieces of Spanish origin. 

It was not, however, until the up- 
rising of 1791 in Santo Domingo that 
the coin shortage became so acute 
that the necessity of creating a token 
series of cut, stamped, and holed 
money became a reality. It was nat- 
ural that these resulting cut pieces 
would be passed at a value over and

above their actual silver value, and 
because of this forgers made the most 
of the situation by creating bad money 
in order to hold the good money 
(Gresham’s law). 

The copper pieces of 1 and 2 sols 
and decimes of France were counter- 
feited by casting at Jacmel in the 
southern portion of the island. It was 
here, too, that the s. d. initials were 
used as an official stamp for pieces to 
circulate there. The caist pieces can 
be easily identified, not alone by the 
fact they were cast pieces, but all 
letters n on the pieces are inverted. 

In 1798 at St. Nicholas and again in 
1799 at Fort Liberte (old name Fort 
Dauphin), which was east of the cape, 
pieces of 2, 1 and % escalin were or- 
dered produced but these pieces never 
have been located. It was not until 
1802 that Toussaint-Louverture, in the 
course of his conquest of the Spanish 
part of the island, produced at Santo 
Domingo the type of 2, 1, and % 
escalin pieces which today are rare 
numismatic finds. These latter pieces 
were manufactured by a Frenchman 


named Tixier and show on the ob- 
verse a female representing the French 
republic, standing erect in Phrygian 
cap and supporting herself on a pole 
or scepter. These pieces bear the 
legend republic francais. colonie de 

SAINT-DOMINGUE. 

The interruption of all regular 
maritime traffic between France and 
her island possessions in the Antilles, 
brought about by the revolution 
against England in 1793, saw the ces- 
sation of circulation of the 8 reales in 
Santo Domingo. All imports and ex- 
ports from the colony ended. It was 
in this same year (1793) that the 
emancipation of the slaves was pro- 
claimed on August 29 following the 



of 1875 period. 

revolt of the black slaves against the 
colonists. In September, 1793, English 
troops landed and by 1803 the French 
were ousted. It was through the fi- 
nancial aid of England, through her 
Jamaica colony and the United States, 
which had taken up commercial trade 
with the insurgents, that the over- 
throw of the French was accom- 
plished. 

The independence of Haiti was pro- 
claimed on January 1, 1804, and Des- 
salines was declared emperor (Jacques 
I). He was assassinated in October, 
1806. By 1806 the island was divided 
into north with Henri Christophe rul- 
ing as King Henri, and the south 
with Alex Petion as president. Henri 
Christophe coins minted between 1807 
and 1811 are very rare, while those of 
the Petion regime to the south, from 
1813 (an 10) to 1818 (an 15) can be 
considered scarce. 

Many of the crown and smaller size 
pieces of Christophe can be consid- 
ered only as medals, which were 
struck in England and never freely 
circulated as currency. The small 7% 
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and 15 sol coins of Christophe were 
official and did circulate. These are 
rare. 

From 1816 (an 13) a fairly regular 
issue of 6, 12 and 25 centime pieces of 
silver were produced (but even these 
were counterfeited by using a alver 
wash on brsiss and copper casting^) 
up to 1833 (an 30). Beginning in 1828 
a new series of 1, 2, and 6 centime 
pieces in copper made their appear- 
ance, and these crude copper coins 
were minted and accepted up to 1850, 
some of which are very scarce today. 
With the republic issues of 1813 we 
see an end to the large circulation of 
foreign coins in Haiti. In 1828 the 
introduction of the larger denomina- 
tion of 50 and 100 centime pieces 
occurred. The latter piece was the 
only crown (?) value (100 centimes) 
piece struck specifically for any West 
Indies possession until the gourde ap- 
peared in 1881. 

The initial issue of 6, 12 and 25 cen- 
time pieces made of billon (% silver 
and % copper) and dated from an 10 
to AN 13 were called serpent money 
from the design of a snake biting its 
tail. These were removed from circu- 
lation by President Boyer in 1828 fol- 
lowing widespread counterfeiting. 

During the period 1808-1811, when 
England was master of all colonial 
trade, Alexis Petion, then president of 
Haiti, decided, because of the danger- 
ous low level of all small change in 
the island, to have the various de- 
nominations of the pieces of 8 still 
circulating and available, pierced and 
cut so the resulting centers and 
pieces could be used as money of 
necessity and thus preserve the value 
of the original piece. This action took 
place in June, 1811. The law provided 
for the piercing of 100,000 pieces made 
available by the government. The op- 
eration had to be stopped, however, as 
counterfeits multiplied and soon there 
was in circulation some 600,000 
gourdes in small coins. This action by 
Petion was only an imitation of the 
English decimation of the Spanish 
coins in her own possession at the time 
of Guadeloupe, Martinique, and Do- 
minica (April, 1811). 

By comparing the cut and pierced 
coins of Martinique and Haiti, it will 
be noticed that the two fractions to- 


gether (pierced 8 reales and center 
portion) were given in Martinique a 
legal value of 10 colonial livres (reals) 
and in Haiti, 10 livres 1 sol. In addi- 
tion, the English ordinance de- 
manded that the pierced pieces, to- 
gether with the center portion and/or 
small cut pieces, be punched with a 
control stamp such as appear on the 
Guadeloupe pieces of a crowned 
whereas the Haitian pieces had no 
such marking. It appears that Petion 
did not have the powers of policing 
the coinage for forgeries which re- 
sulted. 

The withdrawal of these pierced 
and cut pieces in Haiti finally was 
accomplished in June, 1814. All out- 
standing pieces after this time were 
considered bullion. 

Since the pieces at Martinique were 
pierced with the shape of a heart; 
those of Guadeloupe with a square 
hole; those of Tobago, octagonal; at 
St. Lucie, strips cut vertically, it would 
seem logical that the ones of Haiti 
would be of a circular hole. Historians 
have, up to this writing, assigned the 
circular style “holey” dollars of the 
West Indies area to the small isle of 
Dominica, under English domination, 
while another type with a slightly 
larger hole has been assigned to Trini- 
dad. The error in the attributions of 
these pieces is apparent when we note 
that the English used a control stamp 
of some sort on all their colonial cut 
money. It follows, therefore, that the 
pieces with no stamping, except for 
the small center plugs bearing a script 
letter d in radiation (while the mother 
piece of 8 reales from which this was 
cut bore no stamp of any sort), that 
these pieces are the pierced coins of 
Haiti as per the edict of Petion of 
June, 1811. The small plugs or mocos, 
as the natives called them in Haiti, 
and bearing the script letter d (for 
Domingo) exist from cuts of the 8 
and 4 reales. This fact also was men- 
tioned in the Petion proclamation . . . 
“that gourdes and half-gourdes (the 
term applied to the 8 reales by the 
French) should be so pierced . . 
Another type “holey” dollar arbi- 
trarily assigned to St. Kitts, in the 
Leeward group, by early catalogers 
has a central hole with no crenations 
or markings of any sort. No plug has 
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been found for this piece and it could 
be one of the many forgeries which 
occurred with this manufactured 
style of currency. 

Since the history of the republic 
era since 1813 has been well authenti- 


cated by the listings of Wayte Ray- 
mond, Julius Guttag, and others, no 
coins of this period will be entered 
here except for a few references to 
the periods of insurrection that oc- 
curred in the 1843-1847 period. 


COINAGE STRUCK AT SANTO DOMINGO 
1506 ( ?) to 1673 - Copper four maravedis, or cuarto real, having obverse 
design of f. y. 4 in relief and the pillars of Hercules with mark letter s for 
Santo Domingo on the reverse. Nine varieties using the Roman numeral im 
and three types of four. 

1520 (?) to 1698 — Silver pieces of Santo Domingo come into being with the 
cedulla of May 11, 1535, providing for Spanish-American mints at Espanola 
and Mexico, and the authority to strike coins at Santo Domingo, contained in 
the edicts of Monzon, Nov. 18, 1537, and the royal ceduUa of Feb. 28, 1538. These 
edicts order the striking of 8, 4, 2, 1 and % reales as in Spain but bearing the 
nriint letter s for Santo Domingo. A complete, detailed description of each 
piece is listed in these decrees. According to Medina, the first mint operations 
at Santo Domingo began in 1542. Copper coins also included in these ofiBcial 
acts. That silver or gold coins ever actually were struck on the island at Santo 
Domingo never has been fully established, but coins for Santo Domingo were 
minted and used there, which probably were struck at the Mexican mint. Two 
examples of an unoflacial 10 reales are known to exist, a single type of the 8, 
four examples of 4 reales, three types of 2 reales, and a single example of the 
1 real. 

July 15, 1595 — The cedulla of this date provided for the marking of all 
existing copper cuartos with a counterstamp of a key (which counterstamp 
also has been assigned to Cuba but which attribution undoubtedly came about 
because these coppers made way in these early days throughout the islsinds). 
This decree also provided for the change of design of the copper 4 maravedis 
to that of the castle and lion prototype, but this issue probably was not pro- 
duced in the island proper, as it bears the inscription of Charles quintas (v). 

1808-1821 — Copper M real (13 varieties exist) with crown f.7 (Ferdinand 
VII) on obverse and the letters s d for Santo Domingo and the value in 
fraction % on reverse. Emergency issues of mocos cut centers bearing the 
letter d radiated, copper and silver coins of all countries bearing various coun- 
terstamps of crowned c and anchor, coppers counterstamped so, crowned 
n-sd, cast imitations of the French republic pieces of 1 sol, 2 sols and decimes; 
coppers bearing letters l c (Le Cap), i d (Isle Desirade); c h (Cape Haitian); 

V c (Ville du Cap). 

1802 — Silver pieces of 2, 1, and % escalin struck at capital city of Santo 
Domingo by Toussaint-Louverture as described in the monograph. 

1807-1808 — 15 and 7% sol pieces of both dates in silver. Patterns exist of 
these two pieces plus one of 30 sols, all struck at the Paris mint, but the 
pieces actually struck at the Santo Domingo mint are quite crudely designed 
imitations.

A Guide Book of United States Coins, by R. S. Yeoman, 19th edition, Whit- 
man Publishing Co., Racine, Wise., board covers, 256 pp., illus., $1.75. 

While a great deal of attention is being centered on replacement of silver 
in our coinage and on legislation which might hamper the coin collecting 
hobby, Whitman has quietly placed the 19th edition of the ‘‘red book” on sale. 
As usual, it probably will create a greater stir than events such as the afore- 
mentioned. 

This revision includes, among its more significant changes, the pricing of 
many coins in condition grades never before listed. Included are a very fine 
column added to the peace dollars and the entire Barber series; very fine and 
extra fine conditions for the 1955 double die cent; and fine condition columns 
added to gold dollars, plus $2.50 and $5 gold pieces from the periods after 
1848 and 1842 respectively. 

Many revisions have been made in the territorial gold section. A number 
of ingots and off-metal pieces are no longer listed. Also dropped were most 
values from the “Unc.” columns. A number of new coins are listed, including 
the 1934 quarter with light and heavy motto; the 1858/7 flying eagle cent; 
the 1875S/CC trade dollar; and a new variety of the Sommer Island shilling. 

Though prices in general continue to increase across the board, some 
took exceptional advances. For instance, the 1936 proof set doubled. Seldom 
do coins gain appreciably in poorer grades, yet the 1932-D and 1932-S quarters 
increased over 100% in several lower conditions. Proof coins and early Ameri- 
can coins, together with rare and choice gold pieces, show the most dramatic 
changes. By contrast, the silver and gold commemorative coins show very 
little or no change at all. 

The “red book,” still priced at $1.75, is now available at book stores, coin 
dealers and hobby shops across the nation. — J. Grebinger

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THE A.N.A. ON CAPITOL HILL 


With several measures before Congress that might have a bearing on 
coin collecting and the American Numismatic Association, Washington Edu- 
cational Committee Chairman S. W. Freeman spent June 21-24 on Capitol 
Hill. Among other lawmakers and officials, he visited the delegation from his 
house, i.e., coin collecting, should be put in better order and our aims be 
mittees of both houses of Congress. 

Freeman found that the stature of coin collectors on the Hill is better 
than has been indicated on occasions, but there is still room for improvement. 
The individual collector is not looked upon with disfavor, but practices of 
certain elements are opposed. Although Freeman found a friendly and 
cordial reception as a representative of A.N.A., he suggests that our own 
house, i.e., coin collecting, should be put in better order and our aims be 
made more widely knowp. 

In one office he was asked the pointed question, “In what way do you 
want to educate us?“ Freeman replied that the Association wants to better 
relations between the coin collector and governmental representatives, and 
to give them a better understanding of the problems and views of the average 
coin collector. He found practically everyone anxious to get such helpful 
information, and the majority pleased to know that A.N.A. favored enactment 
of the administration’s coinage bill, S. 2080, in its original form. 

“Passage of this major bill would seem to preclude further consideration 
of other bills relating to coinage in this session of Congress,” reported Free- 
man. In addition to meeting various key members of both houses of Congress 
and, in some cases, their administrative assistants, he visited the director of 
the office of gold and silver operations, and the office of the director of the 
mint. As in other places, he found the officials ready to discuss matters of 
mutual interest in an air of friendliness. 

Freeman took advantage of the opportunity to visit the A.N.A. curator 
of coins. Dr. V. Clain-Stefanelli, in the Smithsonian Institution, and to discuss 
with him the A.N.A. numismatic museum in the proposed new headquarters. 
Following his four day stay in Washington, Freeman attended the RCDA 
convention in Syracuse, N. Y. where a table had been provided for him as 
A.N.A. representative.

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PERILS OF A DEBASED COINAGE

Since the beginning of the present 
coin shortage, much trivia has been 
written about the role of precious 
metals in monetary systems.' We 
Americans are especially naive in 
monetary matters because we have 
not been subjected to such jolting 
monetary crises as have the peoples of 
many other nations. Our currency 
has remained relatively stable, partly 
as a result of traditions established 
through the wisdom, sophistication 
and foresight of the men who created 
our republic in the 18th century. This 
stability has been a great source of 
our economic and social strength. 
During the present crisis it is impera- 
tive that we examine the past ex- 
periences of other nations lest we re- 
peat their mistakes unnecessarily. 

Any perceptive student of early 
American coinage, which was among 
the most beautiful and technically ad- 
mirable of all series of coins in world 
history to that time, cannot fail to 
appreciate the accuracy of the weights 
of our early American gold and silver 
coins. The weight of an uncirculated 
bust half dollar (to 1836), for ex- 
ample, seldom varies much from its 
legal weight of 208 grains (13.48 
grams). An earlier American govern- 
ment was so open and honest about 
the metallic content of our coinage 
that the weight reductions of 1853 
were indicated by placing arrows at 
the dates of the coins. The weight 
reductions of 1853, incidentally, were 
the most radical ever made in our 
minor silver coinage. The half dollar 
was reduced from 206% grains to 192 


grains (13.364 grams to 12.441 grams). 
Except for the slight increase of 1873, 
which brought our minor silver coin- 
age into alignment with the French 
metric weights, increasing the weight 
of the half dollar to 12.50 grams, our 
minor silver coinage has remained 
the same since 1853, a remarkable 
record. 

Now the question arises if, during 
this crisis, we must break a long 
tradition and make further reductions 
in the weight or fineness of our silver 
coinage. We must examine the ques- 
tion whether this is simply a matter 
of national pride and sentimentality 
or whether such reductions would 
have far-reaching practical effects. 

At present our currency is not, in 
practice, a fiat currency in two senses. 
Our paper money is freely exchange- 
able for all minor silver coins in cir- 
culation and there is an indirect gold 
backing of our paper money by virtue 
of the fact we can purchase goods 
from abroad with our paper currency, 
which, in turn, is backed by gold in 
international payments. 

For centuries men directing affairs 
of state have dreamed of — and in 
some instances have brought into 
being — money which did not utilize 
the economic energies of the com- 
munity expended in mining precious 
metals. Examples of such fiat curren- 
cies are the copper token dalers of 
Sweden of the early 18th century, the 
French assignats of the late 18th 
century, the paper money of the Con- 
federate States of America and the 
paper money issued by the Japanese 


'Much space has been devoted to the problems of counterfeiting, which often results 
when base metals are used in coins of high nominal values. Another problem that 
has diverted attention from the most important dangers of debasement of our 
coinage is the use of debased coins in vending machines. This is a problem since a 
change of alloy almost inevitably would mean a change of weight or a change of 
size; the specific gravity of silver is considerably higher than that of the base 
metals commonly used in coinage and its electrical properties are different. An 
esthetic question also is involved. These problems are undeniably great, but we 
shall forego dealing with them here since they are small in comparison with the 
central problem of maintaining the value of our currency. 
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for the Philippines during World 
War II.* 

In recent decades, economic theo- 
rists, often men with little historical 
perspective and with a Marxian bias, 
have toyed with the idea of a cur- 
rency that could derive its monetary 
function simply from the strength of 
authority of an all-powerful state. 
One of the outstanding proponents of 
this nominalistic concept of money 
was Georg Friedrich Knapp (1842- 
1926). The first edition of his work 
on this question, Die Staatliche Theorie 
des Geldes, appeared in 1905 and at- 
tracted much attention. The fourth 
and last edition appeared in 1923. The 
fallacy of his thinking became abun- 
dantly evident by the events of 1923 
in central Europe. Nevertheless, the 
ghost of this theory keeps haunting 
economic theorists, particularly those 
of the countries which have not un- 
dergone the tragedy of economic 
paralysis and social disruption caused 
by hyperinflation. 

Let us examine the theoretical argu- 
ments which have been advanced in 
favor of fiat, token, or “absolute” cur- 
rency. 

It has been argued, quite rightly, 
that a metallic substance, by itself, 
cannot create the purchasing power 
of a currency, since this purchasing 
power ultimately is dependent on the 
total productive power of the com- 
munity in which the currency circu- 
lates. The coin, however, has another 
side. We must observe that this pro- 
ductive power alone cannot guarantee 
the lasting value of the currency to 
its individual owner. Centuries of ex- 
perience, often quite painful, have 
shown this function is best fulfilled by 
the precious metals. 

The argument often is advanced 
that fiat currencies have the ad- 
vantage of not “wasting” the eco- 
nomic resources of the community 
necessary for mining the precious 
metals used in coinage. Undeniably, 
there is a cost involved here. As I 


have discussed in a previous article,* 
the cost of maintaining a silver coin 
in circulation, in terms of loss through 
wear and initial manufacturing costs, 
is perhaps one one-hundred-thou- 
sandth (1/1(X),000) of the value of 
the transactions in which it can be 
involved. Is this cost excessive? To 
answer this question we must weigh 
the costs of avoiding such an expendi- 
ture. These costs often involve loss 
of individual property rights, the dis- 
couragement of thrift with a result- 
ant waste of natural resources, and 
finally enforcing the economic con- 
trols necessary to make a fiat cur- 
rency work, such as controlled prices 
(which paralyzed Germany and many 
other countries for years after World 
War II), restrictions of foreign trade, 
etc. 

Monetary history shows clearly that 
fiat currencies do work in a sense, 
not only in theory but in practice, 
provided the controls necessary to 
make them work are suflBcient, and 
that there are enough weapons, 
barbed wire, soldiers, policemen, and 
even hangmen necessary for their 
enforcement. If it be thought this 
statement is a rhetorical exaggeration, 
we need only refer to the hundreds 
of miles of barbed wire between West 
Germany and Communist Germany 
and the tens of thousands of soldiers 
necessary to man the cleared strips of 
land. The Berlin blockade of 1948- 
1949 took place immediately after the 
currency reform in West Germany. 
East Germany, under its socialist dic- 
tatorship, must waste its economic 
energies in maintaining these barriers 
primarily because its economy is con- 
trolled — one in which individual prop- 
erty rights hardly exist. Its largest 
coins are aluminum 2 mark pieces. 
The U.S.S.R., Communist Poland, Com- 
munist Bulgaria, and a number of 
other states have not felt it neces- 
sary in recent decades to provide their 
populations with gold or silver coin- 
ages. In the U.S.S.R., a land with 
considerable poverty in the material

sense and far greater poverty in terms 
of human liberties, those who violate 
currency laws risk a death sentence.^ 
Just as a man can be judged by the 
company he keeps, we sense that a 
government can be judged by the cur- 
rency it issues. As early as the 16th 
century, Philipp the Magnanimous of 
Hesse, who reigned from 1509 to 1567 
and whose portrait appears on the 
Hessian 2 mark and 5 mark pieces of 
1904, observed that a prince can be 


judged on the basis of his schools, his 
roads, and the money he issues. 

The argument often is advanced 
that fiat currency is necessary be- 
cause, in a modern monetary system, 
there simply are not enough quanti- 
ties of precious metals to cover com- 
pletely the monetary structure. The 
remarkable feature of precious metals 
lies in their power to support an 
astonishingly large, but not unlimited, 
credit structure in the form of bank-

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notes, savings accounts, checks, small 
token coinage, etc. Bitter exi>erience 
shows that paper, aluminum, zinc, cop- 
per, and even pure nickel simply do 
not have this power in themselves. 

The argument often is advanced 
that a fiat currency has the advan- 
tage of permitting an ‘‘elastic cur- 
rency supply." In a free economy 
based on principles of social and eco- 
nomic justice, a supply of currency, 
including the supply of precious met- 
als, is largely self-adjusting, since the 
purchasing power of currency (and 
thus, in effect, the supply of it) in- 
creases if the nominal supply de- 
creases, other factors being equal. The 
deceptive euphemism ‘‘elastic currency 
supply" is simply another name for 
manipulation or debasement of cur- 
rency. This inevitably is a fraud, but 
such a fraud and its resultant damage, 
particularly to the most responsible 
and productive elements of society, are 
not always immediately obvious. 

The argument often is advanced 
that a transition to a domestic token 
coinage of base metals would not, in 
itself, bring about an immediate re- 
duction in the purchasing power of 
our currency. While this possibly is 
true, we must bear in mind that such 
a debasement would remove to a 
greater or lesser extent the last direct 
backing of our currency in terms of 
precious metals. Under such circum- 
stances it would be interesting to 
watch the index of the cost of living; 
a decline in the purchasing power of 
our currency has been taking place 
rather steadily for many years. Ex- 
perience shows that where no precious 
metals give substance to a currency, 
and none is demanded, political pres- 
sures often are great enough in the 
long run to bring about an inflation- 
ary or even hyperinflationary devel- 
opment. 

In conjunction with the foregoing 
theoretical observations, let us turn to 
a detailed factual examination of the 
monetary status of the precious met- 
als in the world today. 


The following is a partial list of the 
countries which have struck silver in 
recent years. The dates in paren- 
theses are of the latest strikings of 
silver known to me. In some in- 
stances there doubtless are more re- 
cent strikings.

As long® as this list is, and signifi- 
cant though it be in itself, it becomes 
even more significant when we note 
the exceptions, the most notable of 
which are the U.S.S.R., Bulgaria, East 
Germany, Communist China, Cuba, 
Poland, Romania, Yugoslavia, India, 
and Indonesia. A number of other 
countries have not struck silver in 
recent years but have struck gold. 


5In a recent column, Sylvia Porter made the statement, “But few nations today use 
any silver in their own coins . . .“ In another instance, William F. Rickenbacker 
speaks of the “few remaining silver coinages” in his article, “Coins: No Silver 
Lining?

(1964). Argentina, Bolivia, Brazil, and 
Chile have struck no silver recently 
and have had rampant, debilitating 
hyperinflations. (At this point we 
must note that not all hyperinflations 
are conflned to post-war periods.) To 
the list must be added a number of 
Dutch, Portuguese and British colo- 
nies. Finally, a number of countries 
which have struck no silver of their 
own in recent years regularly use 
dollars, Maria Theresa talers, etc. 

Perhaps the most signiflcant fact 
that can be noted in conjunction with 
the above table is that many coun- 
tries have resumed the striking of 
silver after many years of economic 
chaos during which no silver was 
struck. Most notable of these are 
Austria (1938-1955), Germany (1939- 
1951), France (1939-1960), Italy (1941- 
1958), Greece (1930-1960), Japan 
(1938-1957), and Finland (1917-1951; 
gold struck in 1926). If the currencies 
of these countries had worked well 
without silver, they obviously would 
have spared themselves the expense of 
striking it again. From these experi- 
ences we Americans, pondering our 
next step in a monetary crisis, must 
draw conclusions. 

Of similar signiflcance is the fact 
that nearly thirty countries have 
struck gold since World War II. 

It is misleading to say the price of 
precious metals has advanced much, 
if at all, in recent years. Actually, 
their purchasing power in terms of 
other commodities has remained much 
the same. It is true that in the United 
States the amount of paper money 
needed to purchase them has ad- 
vanced as the quantity of paper 
money in circulation has grown.’ Un- 
doubtedly, the industrial uses of gold, 
platinum, and especially silver have 
been extended in recent decades, but 


their most signiflcant and profltable 
use remains the monetary one. 

No problems in the field of eco- 
nomics can be examined in a mean- 
ingful manner without a simultaneous 
evaluation of related moral and social 
problems. 

It long has been recognized that in- 
flation has its ephemeral benefits to 
some elements of society. Goethe, for 
example, recognized this fact and in- 
corporated it in the brilliant, many- 
sided second part of his dramatic 
masterpiece, Faust, by satirizing the 
fiasco of the French assignats. How- 
ever, as the perceptive South African 
economist, W. H. Hutt, has pointed 
out, inflationary policies produce eco- 
nomic stimuli only as long as the in- 
flation is unrecognized. This accounts 
for the existence of such deceptive 
euphemisms as “an elastic money sup- 
ply." Monetary use of precious met- 
als is an anathema to proponents of 
an elastic money supply. 

Modern states, in a technical sense, 
do not go bankrupt as do individuals 
or corporations. In practice, however, 
inflation and debasement of currency 
are a manifestation of the bankruptcy 
of a government, since such measures 
in effect repudiate the debts of that 
government. 

Economic events of the 20th cen- 
tury have given rise to a curious 
phenomenon with which we numis- 
matists are well acquainted. Ram- 
pant inflations and hyperinflations 
have become so common that not only 
have radical currency reforms become 
necessary but new names have had to 
be devised for monetary units or the 
names of older, respected currencies 
have had to be resurrected. Within 
the last half century Germany has 
had five designations for its national 
currency: the mark, the rentenmark, 
the reichsmark and now the deutsche 
mark, the last of which must be dis- 
tinguished by the notation east or

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west. (The word mark was used in 
the Middle Ages as a designation for 
a weight and seldom applied to coins.) 
Chile has replaced its hyperinflated 
peso with the escudo. Brazil has re- 
placed the old milreis with the cru- 
zeiro. Austria has replaced the krone 
with a name revived from the Middle 
Ages, schilling. The Polish mark (of 
German origin) was replaced in 1923 
by the zloty. The Hungarian pengb 
replaced the older korona, and it, in 
turn, was replaced after the hyperin- 
flation following World War II by re- 
viving the name forint. (The “1” in 
the word, of medieval Italian origin, 
is dropped in Hungarian because the 
Finno-Ugrian languages do not toler- 
ate initial consonant clusters.) In 
Morocco the dirhem replaced the 
badly inflated franc several years ago. 
In France itself, the home of the 
franc, the new franc has to be differ- 
entiated from the old one, and thus 
we find the phrase nouveaux francs 
on current French banknotes. There 
are so many other exeimples of this 
phenomenon that a complete listing 
of them would constitute an interest- 
ing study in numismatic etymology 
and would throw light on a psycho- 
logical aspect of money. 

The numerous inflations and hyper- 
inflations since 1914 reflect a callous- 
ness on the part of many governments 
toward property rights of individuals. 
It has been estimated that inflations 
since 1914 have destroyed literally 
thousands of billions of dollars' worth 
of assets in the form of savings, bonds, 
insurance policies, pension funds, and 
other forms of credit. 

The treasury department is faced 
with a dilemma created by its own 
protracted inflationary policies, the 
solution of which is bound to be 
neither easy nor painless. If it does 
not reduce the silver content of our 
coinage, its stock of silver will con- 
tinue to dwindle unless sincere steps 
are taken to halt further inflationary 
trends. If it does reduce the content 
of the silver coinage, other dire re- 
sults are likely to take place. The 
hoarding of the good silver coins which 
could be expected to take place on 
the basis of Gresham’s law could lead 
to a coin shortage that would make 
the present one look quite mild by 


comparison. Then, if it undertakes to 
prevent such hoarding, this clearly 
would be possible only by measures 
which violate principles of private 
ownership. Even restrictions on the 
melting down of silver coins or their 
exportation would be in the nature of 
a confiscatory measure, since such 
laws would affect the value of such 
individually held private property. 
They undoubtedly would lead to ex- 
tensive illicit activities that would 
parallel the traffic in alcoholic bever- 
ages of an earlier decade. Unnatural 
and unjust laws prohibiting the mone- 
tary use of gold have resulted in an 
extensive illicit traffic in that metal. 
This traffic demonstrates the hunger 
the peoples of the world, including 
the American people, have for gold. 

When the question arises whether 
an individual has the moral right to 
hoard metallic currency, an answer 
must be given on the basis of a 
broader context involving property 
rights in general. Hoarding of coinage 
is an effect and not a cause. (Coinage 
of a healthy currency system which 
enjoys public confidence seldom is 
hoarded in appreciable quantities be- 
cause of a resultant loss of interest. 
In the final analysis, the cause of 
hoarding of precious metals is fear of 
expropriation of one’s savings by 
means of infiation, and this, in turn, 
is a moral responsibility of the state, 
which, after all, has a monopoly in 
determining monetary policies. We 
must suggest another factor not gen- 
erally recognized that causes hoard- 
ing of silver coins. This is the fact 
that interest is subject to income tax. 
Thus, for a person of middle or higher 
income, the combination of the de- 
cline in purchasing power (which has 
reached a rate of about 4 per cent per 
annum) and income tax leaves little 
or no profit motive for saving in the 
form of savings accounts, bonds, life 
insurance, and other forms of savings 
in fixed amounts of dollars. Blaming 
the numismatic fraternity, most of 
whose members are in the middle and 
lower income groups, for the hoarding 
of silver coinage is unjust and a cyn- 
ically dishonest effort to disguise the 
real causes of hoarding. 

As a reaction to an inconsistent 
statement made by Douglas Dillon, 
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then secretary of the treasury, before 
the Senate banking and currency com- 
mittee, I wrote in the spring of 1963 a 
long and detailed warning against the 
withdrawing of silver certificates and 
pointed out the danger to our silver 
coinage from this action. After this 
article was published in December, 
1963* the treasury department con- 
tinued the withdrawal of silver certifi- 
cates. Several months after that the 
run on silver dollars took place, and 
subsequently, undoubtedly as a third 
phase of a chain reaction, the coin 
shortage became worse. If, at this 
late date, someone still has the idea 
that the question of silver content in 
our currency is just a sentimental 
matter, he should reconsider the 
events that took place in the winter 
of 1963-1964 and later. 

Dr. Franz Pick, publisher of Pick's 
World Currency Report, recently char- 
acterized the dollar as “dangerously 
ill.“» Removing the last vestige of 
precious metals from the domestic 


currency supply is not going to help 
the dollar back to good health. In- 
stead, it would result in an even 
greater psychological damage to the 
dollar than the removal of the silver 
certificates, even if there were no 
subsequent increase in currency cir- 
culation, a most unlikely situation. 
Such a removing of precious metals 
from the domestic currency supply 
must be avoided at 8dl costs.^® 

Even a gradual reduction, if at all 
necessary, should be done in a most 
cautious manner. Perhaps the replace- 
ment of the dime with a coin of pure 
nickel would not do more damage 
than the gradual replacement of the 
half dime with the nickel from 1866 
to 1873. Coin shortages have come to 
our nation in the past and they have 
been overcome by honest, gradual 
means. Patience and foresight are 
necessary in this crisis, for the eco- 
nomic well-being of our nation in a 
hostile world is at stake.

The governors of Delaware, New 
York and Pennsylvania sent letters of 
encouragement and good wishes. 

Summary Comments 
The first thing one thinks upon 
seeing the above lists is: “Was that 
all?" I’ll admit feeling that way, too. 
We have over 25,000 A.N.A. members, 
including over 1100 clubs, yet only 
55 clubs and 14 individuals submitted 
reports. Letters came before NCW 
from more than 160 different people 
in the United States asking for infor- 
mation about the activity. I heard 
from 27 persons in other countries. 
I was sure from the publicity I had 
seen that we would receive at least 
100 entries. Some of this publicity 
represented people who did not send 
in reports. Therefore these figures 
and only 69 entries do not represent 
the actual work done by all of our 
members and by nonmember col- 
lectors who helped fight bad publicity 
by participating in National Coin 
Week. So, we must ask ourselves: 
“What did we accomplish, and what 
can we do to improve in the future?" 

Detailed reports of National Coin 
Week have not been published before, 
but this is a people’s project and it is 
only fair for those who contributed 
to it to know the results. These 69 
entries represent the work of 734 ex- 
hibitors who placed exhibits in 793 
locations. They were responsible for 
having 656 articles and 267 pictures 
published for a total of 7,150 inches 
of numismatic publicity. Or, if you 
wish, nearly 600 column feet. They 
gave 191 numismatic talks, totaling 
5,519 minutes or 92 hours, almost four 
days of talking. They obtained 2,996 
radio spot announcements, and were 
on 134 other radio programs, which 
totaled up to 3,425 minutes of radio 
time. According to a statement by 
one radio station, a spot announce- 
ment costs $3.00. At this rate, those 
2,996 announcements alone would 
have cost about $9,000 if bought. 

These clubs and individuals obtained 
176 spot announcements on television, 
plus being on 32 other TV programs 
for a total of 554 minutes, or 9^4 
hours of TV time. Official proclama- 
tions were signed by 19 state gover- 
nors, and local officials signed 126

proclamations. A total of 115 new 
members were obtained for the 
A.N.A., and 885 new members were 
signed up in other numismatic organi- 
zations. They put on 117 special events 
and then paid $111.43 to mail their 
scrapbooks and official entry reports 
in. Certificates of participation are 
going to 1,334 people, including 82 to 
other countries. 

Was National Coin Week 1965 a 
success? You be the judge. As for 
me, I am very proud of the results 
shown by the accumulated efforts of 
the 1,334 people who participated. — 
Lois Otis, NCW Chm.

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I.A.P.N. MEETS IN PARIS 


An important international meet- 
ing was held in Paris, June 3 through 
June 5, to discuss the vital subject of 
coin and medal forgeries so prevalent 
over the world. Sponsor was the In- 
ternational Association of Professional 
Numismatists. 

Many forgeries are appearing. On 
my trip through Europe before reach- 
ing Paris, I saw many forgeries of 
gold and silver coins in jewelry and 
gift stores where coins are sold, but 
not in reputable coin dealers’ shops. 
This situation is very serious and the 
A.N.A. is vitally interested in doing 
all it can to waurn collectors and to 
stop counterfeiters. 

My wife, two sons, and I visited 10 
European countries. I went through 
five mints and arranged to spend 
three days in Paris for this meeting. 

Promptly at 9 a.m. on Thursday, 
June 3, I registered and obtained my 
badge and program at Maison Inter- 
nationale des Chemins de Fer, 14 rue 
Jean Rey. The new building is modern 
in every way. One of the registration 
clerks could speak English, which was 
a great help to me as I speak no 
French. When I registered, 18 coun- 
tries were represented. Pierre Dehaye, 
director of the French mint, presided 
at the opening session of the conven- 
tion. The first formality was the in- 
troduction of numismatic association 
representatives, and messages from 
various societies. 

The first business meeting was held 
at 2 p.m. in an especially equipped 
auditorium, where each visitor was 
provided with ear phones. By turn- 


ing a switch you could hear the pro- 
ceedings translated into any one of 
four languages — French, English, 
German, or Spanish. Most of the 
speeches were in French. 

I made a short talk and it was most 
interesting to hear it being translated. 
One of the persons in attendance was 
Mr. Nepote, secretary general of the 
International Police Organization 
(Interpol). The first work session was 
presided over by Mr. Jean Mazard, 
counsellor of the Supreme Court of 
Appeal and former president of the 
French Numismatic Society.

At 6:30 p.m. we attended the re- 
ception given by the Paris Profes- 
sional Numismatists in the Maison 
International. 

The second work session at 2 p.m. 
Friday, June 4, was presided over by 
Dr. J. M. deNavascues, director of the 
National Archaeological Museum in 
Madrid. This session dealt with ter- 
minolog^y and an analytical study of 
the meaning of the terms employed, 
extent of their meaning, and attempt 
at codification of terms used (numis- 
matics, forgeries, restrikes . . .). 

The third work session at 2 p.m. 



Meeting in the auditorium 
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on Saturday, June 5, was called to 
order by Maitre Colin-Martin, presi- 
dent of the Swiss Numismatic Society. 
It was a general discussion. There 
was an address by William Selfridge 
on modern forgeries and an address 
by Mr. Nordin, representing the Swed- 
ish Numismatic Society, on the same 
subject. 

After a synopsis of the work, mo- 
tions were proposed. A well worded 
motion on coins and medals, ancient 
and modern, was adopted. M. Nepote 
of Interpol was asked to have the 
International Police Organization pre- 
sent it to the proper unit of the 
United Nations. Unification of the best 
counterfeiting laws of all countries, 
made universal in every country 
through the United Nations, was the 
goal of the conference. 

A committee was appointed to con- 
tinue the work of the congress. This 
committee consisted of X. Calico, 
Spain; M. Miguel Munoz, Mexico; R. 
Wolf, W. Germany; Nordin, Sweden; 
M. H. Rothert, United States of Amer- 


ica, and M. Bourgey of France, as 
secretary of the committee. 

About 100 numismatists from all 
over the world attended. Those from 
the United States included: John Ford 
Jr., Mr. and Mrs. Hans M. F. Schul- 
man, Richard Picker (for P.N.G.), Mr. 
and Mrs. Leonard Stark (for Chicago 
Coin Club), William Self ridge, Kay 
Coin Corp. New York City — repre- 
senting the New Jersey Numismatic 
Society, Mr. and Mrs. Bullowa Moore, 
Mr. and Mrs. Max L. Kaplan, New 
York City, Jonah Shapiro, Syracuse, 
N. Y., John Hanly, formerly of Chi- 
cago, now of Paris, special agent of 
the United States secret service, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Matt Rothert (for 
A.N.A.) 

Discussions established that profes- 
sional counterfeiters are known in 
Germany, the United States, Mexico, 
and other countries. Authorities are 
doing everything in their power, un- 
der present laws, to stop them, but 
collectors should be on their guard 
against counterfeits. — Matt Rothert 


TWO QUESTIONS ON CUBAN COINS 


Q. Why the word “souvenir” on 1897 
pesos and not on 1898s? 

A. The Junta Revolucionaria Cu- 
bana (Cuban Revolutionary Council) 
in New York City, in an effort to 
raise funds for the war of liberation 
from Spain, decided in 1897 to mint 
silver coins of $1 value. But the 
United States treasury, citing diplo- 
matic ties with Spain, would not per- 
mit the circulation of coins of the 
Republic of Cuba without the added 
word “souvenir,” omitting the $1 
value. In February, 1898, the sinking 
of the U, S. S. Maine, in Havana har- 
bor, touched off the Spanish-American 
war and the Junta Revolucionaria 
Cubana was permitted to issue coins 
bearing the $1 value. Both types are 


considered coins of the Republic of 
Cuba — by the Cuban government and 
by numismatists. 

Q. Why call the Liberty type of 
1934-1939 “the A. B. C. pesos?” 

A. Among the various organizations 
trying to oust President Machado, one 
secret group was known as the A.B.C. 
After the fall of President Machado 
in 1933, Dr. Joaquin Martinez Saenz, 
chief of the A.B.C., was selected to 
head the treasury department in the 
new government. The new type silver 
peso had a peculiar figure 4 in the 
date, 1934, and the public quickly sur- 
mised it was for the purpose of hav- 
ing the three letters on the coin, and 
started calling them “the A. B. C. 
pesos.” — Luis F. Ardois

The building site in Colorado 
Springs for the new A.N.A. head- 
quarters is offered on a lease arrange- 
ment with Colorado college for a term 
of 99 years at an annual rental of 
$1.00, with the privilege of renewal 
for an additional period of 99 years. 
The site contains 39,966 square feet 
with an excess of 30,000 square feet 
of buildable space for present and 
future development. It is located in 
a beautiful section of Colorado 
Springs on a wide tree-lined boulevard 
on the perimeter of the college cam- 
pus and close to downtown Colorado 
Springs. 

Negotiations for the site are being 
handled locally by an A.N.A. com- 
mittee composed of Keith Hook, A1 
Overton and Ralph Cleaver, with 
William Henderson as chairman. 
Copies of the first draft of the lease 
are now being studied by the Asso- 
ciation's legal counsel and officials to 
provide a simple and workable 
arrangement for A.N.A. operations. 
Meanwhile preliminary studies are 
underway on the extent and nature 
of the facility we will build to house 
our consolidated and reconstituted 
organization. 

In selecting Colorado Springs many 
things were considered by the A.N.A. 
site committee and board. In addition 
to a free, valuable and highly desir- 
able site in a climate free of extremes, 
the surrounding area rated highly as 
an appropriate setting for the A.N.A. 
headquarters. 

The Rocky Mountains provide a 
backdrop of spectacular beauty with 
mountain scenery, snow capped peaks 
and multi-hued canyons. Within min- 
utes you can be in the Garden of the 
Gods, one of America’s most scenic 


areas. A few minutes more to the 
west and you can be at the summit of 
Pikes Peak, towering 14,110 feet high, 
for an unsurpassed view of the Rocky 
Mountains. A short drive to the north 
and you can visit one of our country’s 
finest educational institutions, the 
U. S. Air Force Academy. Further to 
the north, about one hour’s drive on 
a four lane interstate highway, is 
Denver, home of the U. S. mint. 
Colorado Springs is readily accessible 
by almost hourly air flights and ex- 
cellent highways. The metropolitan 
area of Colorado Springs has a popu- 
lation in excess of 180,000 and a 
rapidly expanding industrial, military 
and cultural complex. 

The entire building project is 
moving forward toward early realiza- 
tion. The fund drive has progressed 
beyond the expectations of most mem- 
bers who saw it off to a start just a 
year ago. The total dollar result has 
been gratifying to committee mem- 
bers and officers. 

However, the goal of $250,000 has 
not been reached yet. An analysis of 
the lists of donors which have been 
published monthly shows that only 
about 7% (7 of each 100) of the in- 
dividual A.N.A. members have con- 
tributed directly to the building fund. 
Surely there are many others who’ll 
want to say “I helped make the head- 
quarters a reality — my donation 
paid for part of the steel, bricks and 
concrete of which it’s made.”

Cardinal Spellman Collection 
The Francis Cardinal Spellman nu- 
mismatic collection is to be sold to 
raise funds for continuing the oper- 
ation of St. Francis Hospital in the 
Bronx. The Hospital Review and Plan- 
ning Council had recommended that 
the 60 year old, 380 bed hospital in a 
tenement district of New York be 
closed due to lack of funds for proper 
maintenance and operation. 

The famed collection has been 
formed over many years and contains 
a wide variety of coins, medals and 
decorations. L. S. Werner of New 
York City, who has arranged for 
showing portions of the collection at 
a number of A.N.A. conventions, ex- 
pressed the hope that the collection 
may be kept intact but agreed that 
it may be difficult to find a single 
buyer for the $500,000 estimated 
valuation. Cardinal Spellman’s deci- 
sion came as a surprise to everyone, 
as he apparently had not indicated 
any intention to dispose of his numis- 
matic treasures until the hospital’s 
closing seemed imminent. 

Numismatics at Art Fair 
John A. Kelly, A.N.A. 45448, of 
Saltsburg has been invited to exhibit 
coins at the July 18 to August 15 art 
exhibition at the Senior High School 
in Ligonier, Penna. This is the 8th 
such annual event held by the Art 
League of Ligonier Valley, and is the 
first time that numismatics has been 
included.

On Canadian Coin Initials 

Dear Mr. Bradfield: 

I should like to point out what 
seems to me to be an error in Larry 
Porter’s article on initials on Cana- 
dian coins. {The Numismatist, April, 
1965) 

In the synoptical table he shows 
the reverse of the large cent of 
George V (1911-20) as the work of 
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L. C. Wyon. Since Wyon died in 1891, 
and the reverse of the George V. cent 
differs from Wyon*s reverse used for 
Victoria and Edward VII cents, the 
reverse of the George V cent cannot 
possibly be the work of Wyon. The 
design is obviously derived from 
Wyon’s earlier one, but was engraved 
by someone else. 

The same remarks apply to the re- 
verses of the silver coins of Edward 
VII and George V (except the dollar). 
They are based on Wyon’s designs but 
again engraved by another. — R. C. 
Willey, A.N.A, 13690

Who’s on Second Base? 


When a dispute develops in a ball 
game as to which runner is *‘on’* a 
certain base, there are umpires to 
make the decision. It appears that 
some question has arisen as to the 
order in which certain of the A.N.A. 
patrons and benefactors are placed 
in the listings published monthly, and 
the A.N.A. has no umpires to make 
indisputable decisions. 

The order has depended entirely 
upon the sequence in which receipts 
were issued for the donations. While 
this seems to be fair and impartial, 
it could be misleading in some cases 
for which the following will serve as 
an example. 

Checks were received for the sale 
of five platinum medals donated to 
the building fund by the National 

Commemorative Society, of which 
Joseph Segal is chairman, and receipts 
were issued with 
numbers 161, 436, 

1077, 2050 and 2086. 
While this repre- 
sents $10,725 in the 
bank and drawing 
interest, the Society 
(at its request) was 
not given an honor- 
ary title until 
the total receipts 
amounted to $10,000. 
The final receipt was 
issued May 20, 1965 
and the Society was 
listed as a benefactor in the next 
possible issue of The Numismatist. 

Stack's of New York City sent 


material valued at $5,196.25 for the 
building fund auction and receipt 
number 951 was issued to it. Later 
Stack's sent more material, valued 
at $4,941.50, and thus became a 
benefactor when receipt No. 1972 was 
issued. Grover C. Criswell, Jr. sent 
material valued at $12,486, for which 
he received receipt No. 2043 and the 
title of benefactor. (The 6th platinum 
medal sold for $2,250 and receipt No. 
2115 was issued, making NCS the top 
building fund donor to date.) 

While both Stack's and Criswell 
have earlier receipt numbers than 
the National Commemorative So- 
ciety's final number, it is evident that 
A.N.A. has cash in the bank for the 
Society’s contribution but must wait 
until after the Houston convention 
auction to realize cash from the first 
two. No implication is intended re- 
garding the value of these donors' 
gifts nor the manner in which they 
were made. The important fact is that 
these donors are among the many 
“players" on the team which have 
made the building fund drive a great 
success to date. But it isn't easy to 
determine who is entitled to be on 
which base. Since this is a team effort, 
winning the game certainly is more 
important than who scores ahead or 
behind his fellow players. 

P.S. The team needs more players 
who can hit singles even if they are 
not home run sluggers. The game is 
in the 9th inning. Join up now, before 
it ends.

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Open Letter to the A.N.A. President 

During the past few months, I have read and heard of plans to alleviate 
the silver shortage and the coin shortage. It soon became obvious that a 
substitute metal for silver would have to be employed. History tells us that 
such substitution creates another economic problem, the hoarding of good 
money” when poorer money gives the citizenry a choice. 

Early in February, I wrote to the then Secretary of the Treasury Dillon 
suggesting a plan which would, in my opinion, thwart the growth of t^e 
hoarding problem. Mr. Dillon forwarded the plan to Director of the Mint 
Eva Adams. 

The idea may prove to be unpopular with some of my professional col- 
leagues or my amateur friends. In February, many would certainly have 
voiced objections. Perhaps today, in the face of such bills as have already 
been presented by Senators Lausche and Bible, we are ready to set aside 
selfish interests to preserve rights and privileges. 

My proposal will affect the coin investor and speculator, it will affect 
the vending machine operator, it will affect our banks. But, it will only 
affect them in that area of operation which should be foreign to their 
legitimate functions. 

The plan is simple. It calls for partial demonetization, a tactic employed 
by the United States in connection with the trade dollar which was introduced 
in 1873 and discontinued in 1885. The details can be worked out by Congress, 
but the following example is indicative of the possibilities and the probable 
results. 

We would demonetize the half dollar, quarter and dime of the 1964 and 
1963 issues. The use of these coins would be limited until a date certain, 
fixed by law, for example, December 31, 1966. By this time all such coins 
must have been exchanged for the new coinage using the substitute metal. 
Favorable consideration might be given to the exclusion of proof coins 
which were not made for circulation in the first place and were sold to col- 
lectors at a premium. The act should also empower the secretary of the 
treasury to extend the demonetization to the coins of the same denominations 
minted during the years 1962 and 1961. 

If in the opinion of the secretary of the treasury his powers should 
extend to the authority to demonetize any other denomination or any other 
years, it would be advisable to indicate the intention of excluding such dates 
and such denominations, the demonetization of which would cause substantial 
losses to those genuinely interested in the science of numismatics. This 
latter suggestion should not be shrugged off as being of no great conse- 
quence — untold members of our citizenry have spent millions of dollars in 
premiums to acquire such coins. 

The question of demonetization of the silver dollar would also fall within 
the scope of this suggestion. Further, it should be made illegal to melt down 
any silver coins for bullion. 

Such a plan must discourage the speculator who is hoarding much of the 
coinage intended for circulation. The banks, also greatly responsible for the 
shortage, will take measures to reduce the enormous quantities of coins held 
by them as collateral for loans made for the express purpose of speculating in 
the newly minted coins. The vending machine companies will stop hoarding 
the coinage for the purpose of selling it to banks and to speculators at a 
premium. 

Not only will it bring back most of the silver coins of 1963 and 1964, but 
this law would obviously discourage further traffic in coins of these dates. 
It would also result in the return of most of the coins of 1962 and 1961 because 
those now holding such dates would find no market for them. Why should 
another speculator pay a premium for coins which may be headed for de- 
monetization? The likelihood is that this concern will spread to cover a 
broad field of speculation in coins. Perhaps, the evil of speculation may be 
curtailed from encroaching into the substitute metal coins by a prohibition 
to advertise or sell in bulk. 

May I respectfully request that the governors of the American Numis- 
matic Association go on record supporting this proposal, that they direct the 
appointment of a suitable committee' to inform the federal authorities of 
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such support, and that further resolutions recommending that the members 
of the A.N.A. write to their senators and congressmen urging the adoption of 
such an act, and further a resolution authorizing this committee to perform 
in such a manner that the purposes outlined above be carried to a successful 
conclusion. 

The importance of prompt action cannot be over-emphasized. The in- 
troduction of such bills as those of Senators Lausche and Bible indicates 
much smoke — let us not wait until it breaks into flame. The fact that coin 
hoarders have contributed, whether to a greater or lesser degree is not 
important, will give suitable excuse for the imposition of drastic penalties. 

We cannot be calmed by a provision in the Bible bill for a list of coins 
to be excluded from the act. The gold act experiences indicate that we shall 
be dependent on the judgment of a supervising officer who may, but generally 
is not, sufficiently versed in the numismatic value of our coins. 

To make a point by going to the ridiculous: If one collected Jefferson 
nickels, a 1964 nickel would be a requirement for a complete set. To put 
the 1964 nickel on the list of exclusions would be to defeat the purpose of 
the Bible bill. To make dealing in such a coin subject to penalties would 
defeat our legitimate numismatic purposes. The answer is not in the Bible 
bill. The answer is to remove the “guaranteed floor’' of face value which 
encourages the hoarder. Replace the guarantee with the prospect of not 
being able to spend a coin and being prohibited from melting it down. Then, 
only a number of coins, sufficient to satisfy the demands of collectors, will 
remain. 

It is high time that we numismatists recognized our responsibilities to the 
national welfare and contributed our thoughts and our acts to assist those 
who are charged with its preservation. It is a sad reflection that we must 
wait until our hobby and profession are first put in jeopardy, but it will be 
even sadder if we fail, at this late date, to do anything about it.

NUMISMATIC FRAGMENTS

R ecently, having some interest in purple martins and their housing, I 
took from the shelf Gilbert White’s The Natural History and Antiquities 
of Selborne, first published in 1789, four years before the author’s death. 
White, a native of the English village of Selborne, was a clergyman and 
noted naturalist. After checking out the references to martins, while idly 
leafing through the book my attention was drawn to a section on a hoard 
of Roman coins. On the off chance some of our readers might be interested 
also, the portion is reproduced herewith. 


It is reasonable to suppose that in 
remote ages this woody and moun- 
tainous district [Selborne and vicinity] 
was inhabited only by bears and 
wolves. Whether the Britons ever 
thought it worthy their attention, is 
not in our power to determine; but 
we may safely conclude, from circum- 
stances, that it was not unknown to 
the Romans. Old people remember to 
have heard their fathers and grand- 
fathers say that, in d^ summers and 
in windy weather, pieces of money 
were sometimes found round the verge 
of Wolmer-pond; and tradition had 
inspired the foresters with a notion 
that the bottom of that lake con- 
tained great stores of treasure. 

During the spring and summer of 
1740 there was little rain; and the 
following summer also, 1741, was so 
uncommonly dry, that many springs 
and ponds failed, and this lake in par- 
ticular, whose bed became as dusty 
as the surrounding heaths and wastes. 
This favorable juncture induced some 
of the forest-cottagers to begin a 
search, which was attended with such 
success, that all the laborers in the 
neighborhood fiocked to the spot, and 
with spades and hoes turned up great 
part of that large area. 

Instead of pots of coins, as they 
expected, they found great heaps, the 
one lying on the other, as if shot out 
of a bag; many of which were in good 
preservation. Silver and gold these 
inquirers expected to find; but their 
discoveries consisted solely of many 
hundreds of Roman copper coins, and 


some medallions, all of the lower em- 
pire. There was not much virtu stir- 
ring at that time in this neighbor- 
hood ; however, some of the gentry 
and clergy around bought what 
pleased them best; and some dozens 
fell to the share of the author. 

The owners at first held their com- 
modity at a high price; but, finding 
that they were not likely to meet with 
dealers at such a rate, they soon 
lowered their terms, and sold the 
fairest as they could. The coins that 
were rejected became current, and 
passed for farthings at the petty shops. 

Of those that we saw, the greater 
part were of Marcus Aurelius, and 
the Empress Faustina, his wife, the 
father and mother of Commodus. 
Some of Faustina were in high relief, 
and exhibited a very agreeable set of 
features, which probably resembled 
that lady, who was more celebrated 
for her beauty than for her virtues. 
The medallions in general were of a 
paler color than the coins. 

To pretend to account for the means 
of their coming to this place would 
be spending time in conjecture. The 
spot, I think, could not be a Roman 
camp, because it is commanded by 
hills on two sides; nor does it show 
the least traces of entrenchments; nor 
can I suppose that it was a Roman 
town, because I have too good an 
opinion of the taste and judgment of 
those polished conquerors to imagine 
that they would settle on so barren 
and dreary a waste.

LOWELL D. TYNER, A.N.A. NO. 47069 

Lowell D. Tyner, a friendly person, passed away on April 24 at the age 
of 47. His heart gave out and he actually died with a smile on his face. 

Born in Lowville, Lewis County, N. Y., he graduated from the Lowville 
Academy in 1935 and attended the Central Business Institution in Syracuse. 
He entered the army as a private and served with an anti-tank company on 
the European western front. Discharged as a captain, Tyner became a self 
made business man, owning an antique shop in Lowville and specializing in 
Americana. 

Survivors are two sons, Lowell DeWitt, a student at Hartwick college in 
Oneonta, N. Y. and William Lee, a junior at Lowville academy; his mother, 
Mrs. Olive Glenn Tyner; two brothers, Rev. Glenn Tyner of Plattsburgh, 
N. Y. and Harold S. Tyner of S. Bergen, N. Y.; two sisters, Mrs. Walter Conclin 
of Corning and Mrs. Federic Price of Gouverneur, N. Y. 

Tyner was a member of the Methodist church, the Lowville Elks lodge, 
Lowville Lions club, which he served as president, and the Memorial Post 
of American Legion. Rev. Clarence Hildreth, pastor of the Church of the 
Nazarene, officiated at the funeral, and a military service was held at Beach's 
Bridge cemetery. — CZM 

MICHAEL P. CAREY, A.N.A. 382, HONORARY 

A truly great numismatist of the old school has departed. Michael 
Patrick Carey, formerly of Chicago and recently of Los Angeles, died November 
24, 1964 at the Hallhaven convalescent home in Anaheim, C^if. 

Born in Ireland on June 24, 1877, genial Mike harbored a profound 
interest in things numismatic since the turn of the century. While interested 
in coins of the world, he was a specialist on Roman coins and wrote a book 
on this branch of numismatics. His flair for the fraternal aspects of the 
avocation started when he joined the Association in May of 1902 as number 
382. That same year he was one of the six founders of the Chicago Numis- 
matic Society, of which he was always an active member and served as its 
secretary. When the present Chicago Coin Club was organized in 1919, he 
was charter member No. 25. He was charter member No. 4 of the California 
(now Los Angeles) Coin Club. An officer in 1929 and 1931, he became its 
second president in 1933. He was affiliated as an early member also with 
several local and regional organizations. 

Carey was a continuous member of A.N.A. for almost 63 years, a near 
record. He was the first recipient named to receive the 25 year silver mem- 
bership medal at the 1949 San Francisco convention. The 50 year gold mem- 
bership medal was presented to him at the Phoenix convention and he was 
made an honorary member of the Association in July, 1956. He won many 
awards for his excellent coin exhibits at numismatic gatherings, coin shows 
and large conventions. This was due, principally, to their contribution to 
numismatic knowledge and information rather than to their rarity or monetary 
value. 

Mike’s sage remarks, with a tinge of Irish humor, were a source of 
enjoyment as well as enlightenment when he arose to comment at the many 
numismatic functions he attended. He had been in retirement for over a 
decade and an arthritic condition gradually immobilized him. He spent the 
last several months in a hospital. Our numismatic friend has left us. Un- 
fortunately, the likes of Mike just do not come along every day. — JWO 

RUSSELL G. SNYDER, A.N.A. NO. 18004 

Russell G. Snyder of Burbank, Calif, passed away on June 5 as he and 
his wife Bertha were having dinner. He was a well known numismatist and 
respected dealer, liked locally and nationally. He seldom missed a convention 
before ill health caused him to slow down. Russ had a deep interest in things 
numismatic beginning about 1945, and at his death was an authority on many 
series of coins. 

Snyder was charter member No. 20 of West Valley Coin Club, serving for 
many years on the board of governors; one of the two founders of San Fer- 
nando Valley Coin Club and serving on the board since its inception in 1951; 
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he served Los Angeles Coin Club well, being a popular dealer and a member 
of the board of governors the past 15 years. He became a member of the 
A.N.A. in 1950 and enjoyed his many friends in the organization. Russ had 
lifetime membership gold cards in both the San Fernando Valley and the 
Los Angeles Coin Clubs for his outstanding service and devotion to numis- 
matics. He was always quite active and interested in the Numismatic Associa- 
tion of Southern California, holding charter membership No. 15 and ^rving 
on the board continuously from its beginning, contributing much numismatic 
knowledge and information as well as good sound judgment. We are all 
the better and sincerely proud to have known a numismatist and friend such 
as Russell G. Snyder. — PB 

IRVING VENGROVE, A.N.A. NO. 5760 

Irving R. Vengrove, 64, of Flushing, N. Y. died on June 21. He had been 
a member of A.N.A. for nearly 30 years, receiving his 25 year membership 
medal at the 1961 convention in Atlanta. 

Mr. Vengrove was treasurer of the Brooklyn Coin Club, a position he 
held for many years, a member of the Long Island Coin Club, and a former 
trustee of the Queens County Coin Club. He was the owner of a large numis- 
matic collection which he frequently exhibited noncompetitively at conventions. 
When the Long Island Club decided to raise funds for the A.N.A. headquarters, 
Irving was the first to come forward with a contribution: a proof set which 
realized $18 in the auction.

OSCAR G. SCHILKE, A.N.A. NO. 5791 

Oscar G. Schilke died on May 23 in a Niantic, Conn, hospital as a result 
of a heart attack. A lifelong resident of Connecticut, having been born in 
West Cromwell in 1903, Schilke had been an electrical contractor in Naugatuck 
prior to retirement and removal to Niantic several years ago. 

Oscar became a member of A.N.A. in January, 1937 and started attending 
conventions that very year when it was held in Washington, D. C. Thereafter 
he got to most of the national conventions, where he made a host of friends 
and served on several important committees. At the 1962 convention in Detroit 
he received his 25 year membership medal. 

He was a member of several other numismatic organizations, including 
the American Numismatic Society, Asociacion Numismatic Espanola, Sociedad 
Numismatica de Mexico, Essay-Proof Society, and Token and Medal Society. 
He was an officer of the New York Numismatic Club from 1949 to 1955, serving 
as its president in 1954-55, and was president of the Fairfield County Historical 
Association for four years. 

Oscar Schilke’s name became widely known to collectors when the book 
Americans Foreign Coins, of which he was co-author, was published last winter. 
In a review of the book in the April, 1965 issue of The Numismatist, Eric P. 
Newman was quoted as saying that the book’s quality equals the “fineness” of 
the coins it describes. The project was a labor of love which will ever be a 
reminder of Oscar’s devotion to his avocation. 

Survivors include his widow, Olga; a son, Robert E.; a daughter, Mrs. Carl 
Tagett; three brothers and many, many true friends. Burial was in the Grove 
Cemetery in Naugatuck.

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COUNTERSTAMPED U. S. LARGE CENTS

Y'EARS have elapsed since publica- 
tion of a listing of counterstamped 
U. S. large cents. Many listings are 
out of print and diflBcult to consult. 
Those extant are scattered through 
various numismatic publications. In 
this article I hope to combine all

available information on the subject 
and list all known counterstamped 
U. S. large cents. 

The counterstamps are listed in al- 
phabetical order, as nearly as possible. 
No attempt has been made to detail 
their attribution. This work is based 
on articles by Maurice Gould and 
Frank DuflSeld, published in earlier 
numbers of The Numismatist; on the 
author’s collection and other similar 
collections; on several auction cata- 
logs, and on a number of ads and 
articles in various numismatic publi- 
cations. 

Many U. S. silver coins are known 
with counterstamps, and some of 
these same counterstamps appear on 
U. S. large cents. As an example, I 
have a U. S. dime counterstamped 
N. J. TRACY and a large U. S. large 
cent with the same counterstamp. 

In this article counterstamps are 
not distinguished by their size or pat- 
tern. There may be several sizes and 
several styles of a particular coun- 


terstamp. The letters in a counter- 
stamp may be raised or incused or in 
retrograde. There may be other vari- 
ations of a minor nature — in this list- 
ing only major varieties are recorded. 
Basically, they are initials, names, or 
a combination of both. 

I have attempted to assign a spe- 
cific number to each counterstamped 
U. S. large cent. DuflBeld numbered 
his specimens but not all individual 
counterstamped U. S. large cents are 
assigned a specific number. Where a

The following numerical system de- 
vised for counterstamped U. S. large 
cents is decimally based. The letter A 
is 1.000, B is 2.000, C is 3.000, etc. 
Initials only are listed as .000 through 
.499 and names or names and initials 
are listed with numbers .500 through 
.999. 

A further refinement calls for ini- 
tials with a second or last letter in 
the first half of the alphabet (A 
through M) to be assigned numbers 
from .000 through .249. Initials with 
a last or second letter in the last half 
of the alphabet (N through Z) are 
assigned numbers from .250 through 
.499. For example, J.F.K. might be 
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assigned number 10.001 where 10. is 
the portion of the number represent- 
ing the J and .001 is the portion of 
the number for the last letter K, 
which is in the first half of the alpha- 
bet (A-M). Names where the second 
letter of the last name is in the first 
half of the alphabet would have num- 
bers ranging from .500 through .749. 

If the second letter of the last name 
is in the last half of the alphabet, the 
numbers assigned would run from 
.750 through .999. S. Kew, because it 
is a name plus initials, could be as- 
signed number of 11.500 where 11.

He puts part of the 
blame on collectors who are overly 
anxious to buy at bargain prices, buy 
with cash to avoid records, and fail to 
require or provide proof of ownership. 
Eric went into some highly technical 
aspects of the subject, indicating the ex- 
tent to which it is now necessary to go 
to detect and prove some falsifications 
of numismatic items. Secretary Schanzle 
called our attention to the fact that 9

of 1848 with “CAL” incused, an 1861 $20

Members and guests attending the 
May 17 meeting of Santa Barbara Coin 
Club, A.N.A. 29611, heard guest si)eaker 
Herbert M. Bergen of Fullerton state 
that his talk on “Numismatics at the 
(Crossroads” would be a bit on the con- 
troversial side, although some people 
might like what they’d hear. Bergen, 
second vice president of A.NA.., told 
those present that there were no dealers 
on the West Coast 58 years ago, and as 
a stamp collector he used to write from 
California to Scott Stamp and Coin Com- 
pany in New York. He still has his first 
album which he obtained in 1910, when 
he turned to coin collecting. Bergen 
said that the only wealth you could ex- 
pect to gain from the hobby then was 
that which could be obtained through 
your knowledge of the hobby. He re- 
called that there were only two dealers 
in Southern California in 1910 and that 
coin collecting was still purely a hobby. 
Bergen indicated that today Gresham’s 
law has taken over with noncollectors 
beginning to store away hard money, 
pulling attention to the coin collector. 
He said that thefts these days are 
damaging the hobby, too, as people no 
longer are willing to exhibit and be 
widely known as coin collectors. Numis- 
matic items are being stored largely in 
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bank vaults, taking much away from 
the pleasure of the hobby as you cannot 
work on or show them just whenever it 
pleases you. Bergen said he loved the 
hobby as it was, but is scared of the 
road on which it is being driven. It is 
his feeling that the best solution to our 
problem is for more of us to turn back 
to the hobby as it used to be. After his 
talk he displayed four extremely rare 
Spanish gold coins of the 4th through 
7th centuries that Came from A.N.A. 
President P. K. Anderson to be included 
in the California State Numismatic As- 
sociation display to be presented at the 
Houston Convention. Anderson reported 
that these four coins have not appeared 
for sale in more than 20 years. Bergen 
exhibited also a set of Japanese Olympic 
coins and stamps in a plastic holder. 
Second Vice President Ray Bower ad- 
vised that dealers wishing to set up 
bourse tables at future regular meetings 
will be charged $1.50 per meeting, or $15 
to reserve a table for a year. — Gwen 
Sentis, Sec. 

Members and guests at the May meet- 
ing of the Collectors Club of Boston, 
A.N.A. 28048, were treated to a lecture, 
complete with color slides, on U. S. pat- 
tern coins. Patterns fall into 8 different 
categories, we were told, namely: pattern 

— pieces showing a proposed design; 
pattern, trial piece — a proposed design 
in off metal, such as of a silver coin in 
copper or aluminum; experimental piece 

— new shape or denomination, such as a 
ring dollar in gold; experimental trial 
piece — same struck in off metal, such 
as a ring dollar in copper; regular dies 
trial piece — adopted coin in off metal, 
such as a silver dollar in copper or 
aluminum; die trial — generally struck 
uniface, sometimes using an unfinished 
test die, often the planchet is in an odd 
shape of white metal or copper; piece de 
caprice — struck to satisfy the whim of a 
collector', such as a mule which is a 
piece from dies not intended to be used 
together, like an Indian head obverse 
with a flying eagle reverse; restrike — 
a coin made subsequent to the date en- 
graved on it. These terms are described 
in detail in Dr. Judd’s book United States 
Pattern, Experimental and Trial Pieces. 
The speaker, who wished to remain 
anonymous in reports, said that the num- 
ber of pieces of a pattern is usually 
from 25 to 50, but might run from a 
unique pattern to as many as 1500 iden- 
tical pieces. Most patterns are inex- 
pensive, relative to their low mintage, 
and many can be found at under $3C0. 
Some may be purchased for as low as 
$35. The most expensive and well known 
are the 1856 flying eagle cent and the 
gold Stellas, although they are far from 
being the rarest. Patterns are generally 
found in proof condition, and there are 
very few counterfeit patterns with the 
exception of the 1856 flying eagle cent 
and the Stellas. The evening turned out 
to be quite educational, judging by the 
question and answer period following 
the talk. Many of the 130 members and 


guests present surely will focus their 
interest on adding a few patterns to their 
collections as a result of the rewarding 
discussion. - Sara Abramson, Publ. Chm.
